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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant states that the logic circuit ST, 
disclosed in Schwesig is part of system 11 . In Column 3, lines 64-66, Schwesig discloses that the logic circuit ST can be a subsystem 
arranged in the system 11 or can take the form of a separate unit. Each system 11 and 12 includes a controller such as microprocessor, a 
microcontroller, an ASIC or other control units known in the art, but not limited to these, in another words, 11 and 12 include other 
components too. The claim limitation, "logic circuit" is met by ST, which can take the form of a separate unit, not by 11 or other 
components of 11 , regardless whether the components are logic or not. 

Regarding Applicant's arguments that the motivation for combination is not found in the reference: Schwesig, the primary 
reference teaches all the elements of Claim 1 , except that the reference is silent regarding the safety circuit being electrically isolated from 
the logic circuit ST. 

DeDecker, the secondary reference is relied upon solely for the teaching of a safety circuit (secondary watchdog circuit) electrically 
independent of the logic circuit 24 (logic circuit which drives motor M), and the motivation to have such a secondary safety circuit, to shut 
off motor in case of logic circuit failure. In Column 10, lines 52-55, DeDecker discloses the motivation for a secondary safety circuit, "Its 
(secondary watchdog timer circuit) purpose is to shut-off the motor M and valves 14 in case of software failure. This cu-off is a form of 
redundant protection to ensure power is removed from the motor M.". 
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
